PREFACE. 


I began the compiling of a catalogue of United States Revenues fully aware of the 
difficulties I should have to encounter. This I knew would be particularly the case with 
California Revenues. 

To establish order where chaos reigned supreme, was by no means an easy task; but 
the greater the difficulties presenting themselves, the stronger my determination to overcome 
them. I am now able to submit to the collectors a list of those no longer so mysterious Rev- 
eaues which approaches completion. This is due, partly to the kindness of a number of 
friends who permitted me to examine their respective collections, and in great measure to 
my own persevering efforts of many years. 

I tender herewith my sincere thanks to those who kindly helped me, and above all to 
the pioneer in the cataloguing of U. S. Reqenues, Mr. E. B. Sterling, who really built the 
foundation, whereas I merely endeavored to complete the structure. 

I am concious that what I offer now to the public is far from perfect, still it is the best 
I could accomplish with the means at my disposal. I eventually expect to see it a perfect 
whole, brought about by the aid of my brother philatelists, and my further researches, and I 
sincerely hope they will not withhold any information in their power which might prevent my 
realizing these expectations. 

N. B.—Wherever I am not perfectly sure of the existence of a stamp, and it yet seems 
to me probable that it does exist, I have marked the listed stamp with ove interrogation point 
only, where however, I consider it altogether improbable, or almost so, that the stamp will 
ever be found, I have used /we interrogation points. If, for example, I have a $2.00 of the 
‘* Third of Exchange,” it is very natural for me to presume, that the ‘‘ First’’ and ‘‘ Second ”’ 
of that value have also existed, though I may not have it in my own collection, or have seen it 
in that of any other collector. 

Again, if I have almost all the values of a certain issue on a certain paper, or with a 
certain surcharge, or with a surcharge in a certain color, it does by no means follow that the 
other values do not exist; on the contrary, not having a complete collection, I consider it most 
probable that they will be found in some other collection, and I therefore have marked them with 
one interrogation point. Again, I have marked some stamps with a doud/e interrogation point, 
though they are listed in some catalogue or philatelic paper, for the simple reason that I con- 
sider them either cut to make them unperforated, or changed in value through some chemical 
process, by nature or otherwise, or listed by mistake. 

Should I be wrong in my surmise no harm is done, and the error can easily be 
rectified. J. ADENAW.

A SCARCE U. 8. STAMP. 


Being a specialist in the stamps of the United States, when I make the 
acquaintance of a collector, I usually ask: ‘‘ How are you U.S. ?” I find 
most American collectors have a good showing in the stamps of this country. 
As a rule my second question is: ‘‘ Have you the three cents pink of 1861?” 
Most collectors say they have but when I see their collections I find they 
have not. Some of the many shades of the 3c rose they have, but not the 
pink, 

If the experience of an enthusiastic collector is worth anything, mine 
proves that this is a very scarce stamp. Shades of rose there are plenty. I 
have thirteen in my collection and do not doubt there are more to be had. 
But there is only one pink. Anyone who ever sees the stamp will know it at 
once for what it is and that there is no other exactly like it. It is not a shade 
at all but a distinct color, bright, clear, with atint of lilac, the pink of artists 
and dyers. 

That it is rare, I am sure, from the very limited number I have seen, I 
had a damaged specimen in my possession for a number of years and sent it 
all over the country to dealers and collectors but none of them could match 
it used or unused.

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But “all things come round to him who waits” and one day the pink 
turned up, where least expected, near at home. Among the papers of a 
lawyer at National City, Cal., some one found a few of these stamps in the 
long-sought color, unused, original gum and fine in every way. Fortunately 
for Philately the finder did not use them on his correspondence but sold them 
to San Francisco dealers. Among these stamps were two blocks of twelve, 
each bearing the imprint “Engraved by the National Bank Note Company, 
City of New York, No. 12 Plate.” I am happy to say one of these blocks 
now adorns my collection. It is strange that the same plate rumber appears 
on both blocks and gives rise to the query, was the 3c pink printed only from 
plate 12? 

The number of stamps in this find was small and the most of them were 
soon sold. I consider the stamp as priced in the catalogues altogether too 
low, especially as I have not previously been able to get one, either used or 
unused, from any one I have addressed. This is the only instance in which 
I have seen the true pink, never before or since have I seen a solitary 
specimen. In the past three years I have seen several hundreds of the 5c 
red brown and 5c yellow, but aside from this lot, ot one pink. 1 consider 
this stamp easily worth $5.00 unused and am ready for contradiction from 
anyone who can prove the contray. 

Collectors of U, S. stamps must have noticed the almost entire absence of 
this stamp from auction catalogues. If anyone has any further information 
about this stamp or comment to make on what I have said, I hope they will 
let us hear from them.

_DeaAR SiR AND FRIEND: With much pleasure I have to inform you for 
the benefit of your valuable paper that “Mr. James M. Chute, manager 
of the Grand International Postal Exhibition of 14 Cedar Street, Somerville, 
Mass. has sent a letter under date of August 1, last, No. 431, to the acting 
Consul General of the United States of America in Egypt, Mr. L. B. Grant, 
asking him to request from the Egyptian government the gracious offer of a 
complete collection of stamps, envelopes, post cards, wrappers, letter sheets 
etc., from the first issue, 1866, to the present one to be sent the World’s Col- 
umbian Exposition, which is to be held at Chicago in 1893, 

The acting Consul General of the United States, sent to our office a tew 
days ago, the original communication made to him by Mr. J. M. Chute and 
requested from our under secretary for foreign affairs the gracious invoice by 
the Egyptian government of a complete collection of Egyptian stamps, post 
cards, etc., as described by Mr. J. M. Chute. 

We, therefore, wrote to the general postoffice in Alexandria and I am in 
measure to inform you that Mr. L. B. Grant received these several days ago 
from the Foreign Office on behalf of the Egyptian government, a very fine 


collection to be sent to Mr. James M. Chute, manager of the Grand Inter- 
national Postal Exhibition. 
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I may hope these particulars will no doubt please you and I add, you are 
at liberty to make use of them, if you like.

This same dodge was worked by one of the prominent philatelists in the 
United States at the time of the Centennial Exhibition of 1876 and it does 
seem a pity that the yawning jaws of States Prison cannot be made to close 
on these sharks of the stamp business. 

We regret that we cannot publish the correspondence now, but we are 
lacking an important letter; however, we do not wish to delay the warning 
against:

WHY DRUGGISTS SELL POSTAGE STAMPS. 


It is often asked why druggists sell postage stamps rather than any other 
class of trades people. On putting the question to one of the oldest retail 
druggists in this city, he replied: ‘Well, that question has been asked a good 
many times, and can be answered by any one who has been in the business as 
long as I have. Away back in 1842, I think it was, the government charge on 
letters for city delivery was five cents. Old Dr. Boyd, who had an office on 
Fourth street, near Macdougal, made an effort to secure a postal reduction. 
Failing in this, he set up an independent delivery system, which was known 
as the “Pony Express.” Boxes for the reception of letters were placed in all 
the drug stores, and letters so posted were collected and delivered twice daily 
by the “Pony Express’ for a charge of 2 centseach. ‘This postage on letters 
was enough to pay operating expenses and give druggists a liberal percentage 
for the rent of boxes, When the pony express was finally abolished, people 
had become so accustomed to associating the drug store with posting a letter 
that druggists began to keep stamps as an accommodation to their patrons, 
and the practice finally became general.”

TONGA.—Messrs. E. B. Watts & Co. have kindly sent us the following 
information respecting the new set of stamps for this Island: The Govern- 
ment of Tonga sent to Wellington a few months ago for a new series of 
postage stamps, and Mr. A. E. Cousins, whose abilities as an engraver are 
known throughout the colony, was intrusted with the work of making the dies. 
Mr. Cousins at once set himself to his task, and after four month’s labor he 
has completed the order. ‘The set consists of five stamps, representing 1d., 
2d., 4d., 8d., and 1s., and both the designing and the engraving reflect the 
greatest credit upon Mr. Cousins. The 1d. and 4d. stamps are very similar 
in appearance. In each a shield of the Tonga Arms, enclosed in an oval 
band, forms the centre. On the top of the band in the 1d stamp are the 
words “Buleaga o loga,” while at the bottom appears the word “Postage.” 
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At the top of the stamp there is the word “Tonga,” with the figure “1” at 
each side of it, while at the very bottom appear the words “Peni e taka.” The 
only difference between the 1d. and 4d. stamps is the figure in each top corner 
and words at the very bottom, ‘The three other stamps in the series have a 
pearl border, and instead of the shield there is shown a miniature of King 
George of Tonga. The figures on each are, of course, different, the 2d. 
stamps having “Peni e ua,” the 8d. “Peni e valu,” and the 1s. “Silini e taha,”’ 

We have been shown the portrait of King George supplied to Mr, Cousins, 
and can testify to the faithful manner in which it has been reproduced, Mr. 
Cousins has executed his difficult task most successfully, and Mr. Gray, 
Secretary of the New Zealand Post and Telegraph Department, has compli- 
mented him on the way in which he has fulfilled the order. The dies were 
made and thoroughly hardened by Messrs. Gaby & Newton. The stamps 
are to be printed at the New Zealand Government Printing Office from Mr. 
Cousin’s dies.— Vindin's Philatelic Monthly.
